“No complaints have yet 
been made to my office for vio-

“T am aware that many of 
the towns in Oxford County 
have a large resort population, 
and hence Sunday business is 
important to them. For this 
reason I have prepared an arti- 
cle which might be included in 
your 1962 town warrant which 
if passed affirmatively would 
protect most ‘businesses «who 
wished to remain open on Sun-
